THE DYING VETERAN. 


Gen. Sherman’ Sty with 
| th 


Another Anxious Day of Alternate Col- 
: lapse and Rally. 


‘A Slight Change for the Better Early 
This Morning. 


The General's House Surrounded by 
Sad Throngs Awaiting the 
Mournful News of His 
Demise. 


By Telcoraph to The Times. 

New York, Feb, |2.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Flitting lights and 
shadows in the death chamber of Gen. 
William Tecumseh Sherman were 
eagerly watched during the entire 
night by a score of newspaper men. 
The great General was for the first 
time in his eventful life on the 
retreat — his last march begun. 
The gallant old warrior was he- 
roically battling with the grim en- 
emy who knows no defeat, at times 
retreating, them advancing with the 
sublime courage of a leader wont to 
conquer, but gradually and inevitably 
yielding to his enemy’s superior prow- 
ess. The coign of vantage was never 
regained, and slowly but surely the 
victor of many well-fought fields was 
being driven back to the last trench, 
his base of supplies, stre. gth and vital- 
ity cut off and annihilation deferred 
but for a little while. 

During the night Kev. Father Tay- 
lor of the Church of the Biessed Sacra- 
ment, was called to the bedside and 
remained until 3 o'clock. At 1:50 a 
messenger rushed’ to the telegraph 
"office with a message to Senator Sher- 
man. Lle arrived in a carriage at 2:30 
and considerable movement was theu 
uoticed in the General’s bedroom. 
After a short while, however, the 
light was turned down and the ap- 
bouncement was made that he was 
stillsi king. Two policemen on duty 
outside kept everything as quiet as 
possible in the neigDborhood. instruc- 
tions were given not to admit any one 
except relatives and personal friends, 
The next bulletin was given out at 4:45, 
and said that death was only a ques- 
tion of a few hours. With this 


came a dispatch from Pl.° Te- 
cumseb Sherman, tbe Gener- 
al’s son, to President Harrison, 


informing him that death was momen- 
tarily expected. From then on the 
house remained in comparative dark- 

ress.. During the night m es of 
sympathy received from the Pres- 
ident, members of the Cabinet and 
many of the General’s old friends in 
the army. 7 

At 1:15 o’clock p. m., the General’s 
condition was a little better. The 
family thought he was dying 11 
o’clock, but be rallied slightly, though 
still unconscious. He was suffering 
from mucus on the lungs, and it was 
thought he might be smothered. His 
breathing was very labored. 

At 2 o’clock Gen. Horatio C. King 
left Gen. Sherman’s house. He said, 
a few minutes before he left the sick 
chamber, Gen. Sherman showed signs 
of improvement. The patient, he said, 
had arisen from his bed, and, walking 
across the room, sat down in a chair. 
Physicians regarded this as a very 
hopeful indication. 

The condition of Gen, Sherman dur- 
ing the latter partof the afternoon 
was encouraging up to as lateas 5 
o’clock. At that hour achange for the 
worse took place. The General jay iu 
acomatose state, and it was exceed- 
ingly difficult to rouse him. He 
could open but one eye, and 
appeared to be suffering greatly, but 
the doctors thought he was not 
troubled with pain. The patient con- 
tinuedin this condition during the 
early part of the evening. During the 
evening a great number of persons 
called to ascertain the dying General’s 
condition. A great many telegrams 
were sent away this evening. What 
the nature of them was could not be 
learned. 

On the sidewalk opposite the house, 
quite a large crowd of people stood 
watching the windows of the chamber 
where the sick man lay fighting the 
battle for life. 

At 11:25 p. m., Thackaray, Gen. 
Sherman’s son-in-law, left the bouse. 
He said the General was in a semi- 
conscious state. 

At 9:30 to-night this bulletin was _is- 
sued: 

The physicians in consultation say there 
ispochangs. if Gen. Sherman mauintains 
his present status for — hours the 
situation will be bopeful.

Lieut. Fitch said at 11 o’clock that 
Sherman had got out of bed and 
walked half was across the room witii- 
out assistance.

WENT TO PIECES. 


THE LOSS OF THE SLOOP FAWN 
CONFIRMED. 


Alexander Urquhart of the Firm of 
Banning & Co., of Wilmington, 
and Andrew Rule of Rattle- 
snake Island Drowned. 


Later reports confirm the loss of the sloop 
Fawn, with those on board. News first 
reached the city on Wednesday afternoon 
that it was feared that the vessel was lost, 
and that there was great excitement in San 
Pedro over the disaster. These facts were 
published in Tue ‘limes yesterday morn- 
ing, but the names of the persons on the 
sloop, or the circumstances surrounding the 
sad accident, could not be learned. 

Yesterday, however, on the return of the 
steamer Catalina, which had been out in 
search of the missing vessel, all doubt was 
removed as to the fate of the boat and those 
on board. 

On Sunday morning last the Fawn, with 
Alexander Urqubart, one of the members 
of the firm of W. L. Banning & Co., of Wil- 
mington, and Andrew Rule, who ‘lives on 
Rattlesnake Island, left San Pedro harbor 
for Catalina. They had got well out into 
the channel, when a heavy gale came up, 
and.nothing more was seen ofthe sloop. 
‘The Fawn was an old vessel, but was gen- 
erally regarded as sea-wortby, and as those 
on board were expert sailors, no apprehen- 
sion was felt for their safety. As they did 
not return Monday, it was thought that 
they migbt have met with some siight mis- 


bap, and was thought of 
the matter. ‘uesday, however, the 
friends of the missing men begun 
to get uneasy, and inquiries were 


sent out to the various coast ports, but noth- 
ing had been seen or heard of the sloop. 
Wednesday morning the steamer Catalina, 
with a party on board. sailed for Catalina, 
and when near the shoe portions of the 
wreck of the sloop were discovered, indicat- 
ing that the vessel had gone to peop and 
leaving no doubt as to the fate of the crew. 
A search was made along the shore fur the 
bodies, but nothing was discovered, and 
after leaving a party at Catalina to continue 
the search the steamer returned to San 
Pedro. 

Andrew Rule resided on Rattlesnake Isl- 
and, and was about 60 years of age. 

Alexander Urquhart was a third owner in 
the tirm of W. L. coaing & Co,, about 38 
pose of age, and has a ily residing at 

ilmington. 


DANGEROUS CHARACTERS. 


New Developments in the Cases of 
the Deaf Mutes. 

The row among several San Francisco 
deaf mutes on San Pedro street, on Tues- 
day, which resulted in the capture of 
Charlies Lovell, Elza Cretzer and Cyril J. 
Vincent by Ufficers Farmer and Rich, has 
developed a new phase in the charge 
against this trio of dangerous characters, 
who were suspected of having burglariously 
entered the house of W. W. Ward, another 
deaf mute of this city, while at divine ser- 
vice ou Sunday last. On the person of 
Lovell was found a receipt for baggage 
shi ped to San Francisco by Wells, Fargo 
& Co’s. Express, and on Cretzer and Vin- 
cent were tound skeleton keys, pass keys, 
and a key to open railway § car 
doors to steal rides on the railways. 

Chief Glass instructed officers to work 
up the case, and Detective Rich telegraphed 
to San Francisco to bave the baggage re- 
turned to Los Angeles, anda search war- 
rant was taken out. When the bags were 
secured they were found to have been 
shipped in the name of Charles Layett, the 
name assumed by Lovell. in the valise 
were found the goid: watch and chain, re- 
volver, etc., belonging to Mr. and Mrs. W. 
Ward, anda silver wateh belonging to H, 
Dornbusch, alodger with Mr. Ward. There 
wete also found a large pumber of gold 
rings and jewelry, numerous common and 
skeleton keys, and other articles, not be- 
longing to the Wards, but supposed to have 
been stolen from different parties, 

Much credit is due to Officer Rich in mak- 
ing this capture, as the three men were 
about to start after their plunder to San 
Francisco. Articles belonging to Cretzer 
were tound in Lovell’s valise, and leads the 
police to believe they have got a bard gang 
of thieves, Cretzer has been suspected of 
having fired at Mr. Houghton on Santce 
street last March, while sitting in his room 
one evening, and only escaped being shot 
by striking the wouid-be assassin and rob- 
ber on the head withachair. The charge of 
burglary will now be made against them 
besides that of assault and carrying a 
deadly weapon. The case comes up today

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

The report of H. G. Brainerd. M.D., phy- 
sician in charge of the County Hospital for 
the months of December and January, was 
yesterday submitted. 

During December there were three deaths 
at the institution, all from phtbisis.

$2198.51. Of the deaths, two parties were 
dying when they reached the hospital, and 
the other one died twenty hours after he 
reached there. All were males, 

During the month of January there were 
twelve deaths at the hospital, of which six 
were from phthisis. The mule wards were 
crowded during the month, and most of the 
time several patients were obliged to sleep 
upon the floor.

ROAD. 


If any proof were needed that a ma- 
jority of the present State Législature 
is the obedient servant of the Southern 
Pacific Company (of Kentucky,) that 
proof was furnished—at least as far 
as the Senate is concerned—on Tues- 
day, when a vote was taken in the 
Senate upon Berry’s. Reassessment 
Bill. The railroad carried everything 
before it. 

The Berry bill is a measure of simple 
justice. It provides that where any 
assessment shail have been declared in- 
valid since the year 1882 there shall be 


the valuation for the years for which 
ataxbas been declared invalid. The 


These are the taxes sued for by the 
State, which the railroad company, ad- 
mitting it owes, declines to pay, The 
suits have never been tried upon their 
merits, but several years ago were 
thrown out of the United States Su- 
preme Court upon a technicality. 
There is no question of the fact that 
the railroad owes these four years of 
unpaid taxes. There is some question 
as to Minor amounts—as to the rate of 
assessment oncertain properties, and 
so forth—such questions as urise every 
year in the case of private citizens; but 
what private citizen, because he dis- 
putes a detail of his assessment, re- 
fuses to pay the whole, and refuses it 
year after year? How soon would 
he be brought to account and 
his property sold by the sheriff? 
And what greater right, may we ask, 
bas this railroad corporation than the 
humblest taxpayer of the State? 

ln the course of his speech, Senator 
Berry said: 


How can the giant corporation be com- 
pelied to pay its just dues?’ to its might it 
Says thatitis greater than the State and 
above the people and that it wiil not pay on 
technicalities. ‘The courts have decided in 
favor of the railroad, and now some meas- 


ure is demanded which will permit the 


State recovering what is justly due it. 
There is no need to disguise the fact that 
this bill is designed to force a settioment 
trom the Southern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. The corporation cannot expect to rob 
the peopie of the taxes, and itsbouid, in my 
opinion, be willing to accept any measure 
permitting and encouraging a settiement. 
‘That giant monopoly, with ali its power, 
should stand upon the same ground with 
the humblest citizen. It should pay its just 
share of taxes and should not seek to evade 
its obligations by calling up technicaiities 
in the law. 
Senator Ostrom of Yuba followed 
with one of the strongest speeches that 
has been made in the Senate during 
the present term—a speech that did 
him credit. He showed that the 
school teachers of San Francisco are 
today working for nothing because the 
tax levied would not meet the necessi- 


| ties ef.the Government. He added: 


If the ratiroad company paid ~what it 
owed, the just debts of the people might be 
met, but today the people occupy a most 
humiliating position. We see great cor- 
porations defying the law. ‘They refuse to 
pay their taxes. 1 refer particularly to 
the Southern Pacific Company, which 
Says to us bodily that it has 
two great a power for the Legislature to 
defy, and refuses absolutely to pay its j ust 
and hovest déot. Let me say to this oen- 
ate, that there is no power so sacred, so 
lofty or so Wealthy thatit can stand above 
and defy the will of a sovereign peuple. 
The Southern Pacific has buried the red flag 
of defiance and said ‘We will pay what we 
choose, and refuse to pay what we don’t 
wish.” This far they have successiully re- 
sisted the law, but there must come a time 
when the corporation will be brought to a 
realization of its duties. The 
not staod such insuits long. Every Sena- 
tor, when he took his oath at the desk be- 
fore us, obligated himself to vote for the 
pussage of this Dill. It is just, it is right. 
Senator Williams of Tehama then 


showed bow Judge Field kept the rail- 
road cases four years in his court, and 
then decided that the railroad need 
not pay. Senator Crandall of Santa 
Clara, declared that the State Board of 
Equalization was friendly to the South- 
ern Pacific, and said the railroad must 
bear its share of the burden of taxa- 
tion. 

In spite of these strong arguments—in 
spite of the intrinsic merit of the case, 
the bill met an ignominious failure, 
only ten Senators voting in favor of it. 
The names of those ten Senators, 
which we take pleasure in recording, 
are as follows: Berry, Crandall, Gou- 
cher, Heacock, Langford, McGowan, 
Mead, Ostrom, Shippee, Wilson. 

Among the Senators who voted 
against the bill was Senator Carpenter 
of Los Angeles, who, moreover, re- 
corded his whereabouts by making an 
elaborate defense of the corporation. 
That is to say, he located himself. 

We have no desire to see any injus- 
tice done to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, or any other corporation. We 
entertain no insensate animosity to 
men or corporations because they 
are wealthy. We despise those 
whointroduce cinch bills more than 
we do the vulnerable among the aggre- 
gations of capital which they attempt 
to bleed. All that we ask—all that 
any reasonable citizen gf California, 
asks of the Southern Pacific Company 
is that it pay what it owes to the State, 
as any ordinary citizen has to pay; 
that it does not use its great 
wealth to corrupt counts and commis- 
sions, in order to escape its obligations 
and thus make the burden heavier on 
those who can less afford to pay. This 
has been our position for years. 

The Southern Pacific Company may 
rest assured that this matter will not 
be allowed to drop. The people are 
commencing to arouse on this subject, 
and when once thoroughly - aroused, 
they will push their demand for jus- 
tice tothe bitterend. The. time has 
gone by when a few thousand dol- 
lars or a few fat positions will 
insure the indefinite postponement 
ofthe question. Jt must be settled, and 
the longer the settlement is delayed 
the dearer it will .cost the railroad. 
That corporation is playing with fire. 
It should remember Abraham Lin- 
coln’s saying, and not imagine that it 
can “fool all the people all the time.”’

The remarkable fact in connection 
with bis caso is this: From the begin- 
ping of his illness his wife bas main- 
tained thatthe doctor’s diagnosis of 
his case was wrong and that he has no 
cancer of the stomach and will recoyer. 
Sbe has insisted upon making this 
statement to her friends, and on every 
morning that the doctors said the Sen- 
ator must die during the day, she has 
informed her friend, Senator Stanford 
that Mr. Hearst was better an 
brighter than usual, and that she has 
every hone for his recovery. 

_ Mrs. Hearst has been unremitting 
in her attention to her sick husband 
and no nurse could be more faithful 
thanshe. Her persistency in claiming 
that he has no fatal disease has caused 
many of ber friends to think sheis 
right, although the opinionis that the 
ductors have not made a mistake, and 
that Hearst’s seat in Congress will 
soon be vacant.

Rail- 
road-wrecking remains, as before, a 
high art,and Jay Gould will be safe 
from prosecution should he visit Cali- 
fornia when Cram’s bill is on the stat- 
ute book. > 

THE HOUSE AND ITS MEMBEKS. 

Nobody, excepting the deluded and 
absent wives of members, expects the 
Legislature to adjourn at the end of 
its sixty-day limit. The members are 
not built that way. And valuable 
time has been wasted by men who bave 
to perfection the art of saying afew 
things in many words.

They represent divergent in- 
terests on county division matters.

Marion 
is an energetic fellow, while Smith 
wears the most complacent expression 
of any member of the Legislature. 

PENSIONS FOR TEACHERS. 

Assemblyman Galbraith, who used 
to be a teacher in the Oakland High 
School, has introduced a bill to provide 
pensions for teachers. Galbraith is 
han dsome enough to be popular with 
the schoolmarms. If anything was 
needed to complete his popularity he 
has already put in the strongest kin 
of claim tor the deficiency. ‘Che gen- 
eral nature of his billisthat twenty- 
five years’ service in the State asa 
public-school teacher entitles the vet- 
eran toa pension. The school teacher 
is to be retired on half-pay, the same 
being computed by taking the average 
annual salary of such person for five 
years and dividing it by two. A person 
who has taught the young idea for 
twenty yeurs may be retired on one- 
third salary if the retirement was nec- 
essary because of incapacity certified 
to by a county superintendent or city 
pbysician. 

THE PRESENT ASPECT. 

It is the purpose of the San Jacinto 
peopie to push their bill as rapidly as 
possible. In this way they will have 


the aid of the San Bernardino people. 


Riverside will protest, of course, and 
as vigorously as possible, for with San 
Jacinto as acounty where will River- 
side be as a county seat? The Pomona 
people do not feel very happy, and 
they regard the treatment of their 
goddess by the irreverent Assembly 
committee as impious. The Pomona 
meu who are classically-minded take a 
Jittle comfort in reading the fine things 
the Latin poets said of Pomona, and 
regret the complication of division 
schemes which took away their 
chances. One bad effect, which was of 
course heard of later here than in 
Southern California, is thé, refusal of 
Pomona and Riverside to participate 
in the citrus fair to be held ut Los An- 
geles next month. Neighbors are 
growing unneighborly, 

COUNTIES AND DIVISION. 

There are two bills in the Assembly 
looking toward the enactment of a gen- 
eral law to cover county division mat- 
ters. These bills are numbered re- 
spectively 336 and 621; the former was 
introduced by Hocking, and the other 
by Bruner. A short abstract may be 
interesting. 

Hocking’s bill provides as follows: 
A petition to be presented to the board 
of supervisors by two-thirds of the tax- 
payers of the district desiring to form 
a new county; the petition shall recite 
the name proposed; it shall be accom- 
panied by the certificate of the assess- 
or of each of the counties affected by 
the proposed division, showing that 
taxpayers reside 
>; this certificate 


within the district, 


shall show whether these taxpayers 
appearon the last equalized hssese- 
ment rolls; the supervisors shall refuse 
action unless it shall appear that 
the proposed eat contains 
not than 1 registered 
voters, and that the residue of the old 
county shall bave not less than 1600 
voters left. The county clerk’s cer- 
tificate shall be evidence in this behalf. 
The petition shall set forth the nature 
of the action proposed, the proposed 
boundary lines and the boundaries of 
the five supervisor districts; also that 
two-thirds of the taxpayers desire it, 
and tbat a population of 8000 will re- 
main in the motber county; that the 
new county shall not have less. than 
5000 people; that no boundary linesball 
come within less than five miles of the 
county seat of any county affected 
thereby. The supervisors shall certify 
to the Secretary of State and then the 
Governor shall appoint a census enu- 
merator, whoshali, with his deputies, 
receive u compensation of 5 cents per 
name. Afterafew other steps, the 
Governor shall issue a prociamation 
that the new county has been formed, 
and shall appoint five supervisors; 
then an election shall be calied, at 
which county officers and a county seat 
shall be chosen. Other sections in 
this bill provide for surveys, assign- 
ment of court proceedings, assignment 
of debts and liabilities, etc.,etc. The 
new county must have at least 600 
square miles. 
THE OTHER BILL. 

The other bill (Bruner’s) bas the 
following main points: A petition to 
the Governor shall be signed by not 
less than 500 electors who are also tax- 

ayers; the petition shall set forth the 
Loopeane boundaries, state the number 
of inhabitants (which shall be 5000 or 
over) and designate the name of the 
county. The county clerk shall certify 
tothe registration, etc. There must 
be 8000 people left in the old county. 
On receiving the petition, signed and 
verified, the Governor shall appoint 
three commissioners, who shal! duly 
call an election at which also a 
county-seat shall be chosen. To create 
anew county a two-thirds vote shall 
be necessary. Then follow formal 
steps for the organization of the new 
county.

WATTERSON AND HILL. 


THE EDITOR SAYS HE WROTE 
THAT LETTER. 


Hill’s Utterances on the Subject 
Sharply Criticised—A Nice Row 
in the Democratic 
Camp.

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Feb. 12.—| By the 
Associated Press.| On returning to 
this city this afternoon Heary Watter- 
son, in response to a request of the 
Associated Press; and in answer to 
hundreds of telegrams which have 
come to Louisville, made a statement 
for publication regarding the letter 
written to Gov.

Watterson says he did write the letter 
to Hill and was impelled to do so 
by motives the sincerest and most 
disinterested, He says there appeared 
in many papers last Sunday a sensa- 
tional account of how a caucus of 
United States Senators had resolved 
upon retiring Gov. Hill from the Pres- 
idential arena, of how Watterson bad 
been selected as the instrument and 
how he had dispatched a letter potent 
enough to alter Hill’s plans. 


This was so absurd and did 


such injustice to both Hill and bimeself. 


that he thought there could be no ob- 
jection on the part’of anybody to the 
publication of the truth which flatly 
contradicted it. 

“I contess I am surprised,” said 
Watterson the Governor should 
make such haste to disavow and dis- 
own such a course, which, however 
prompted, gratified every Democrat in 
the United States outside of the State 
of New York, removing him from the 
field of a mere political self-seeker, and 
placing him in the front rank of states- 
men having the good of their country 
and at heart. I am deeply dis- 
tressed by the knowledge that Gov. 
Hiil should regard my plain but 
friendly words as impertinent and in- 
sulting. I cannot belp thinking that the

STOCKTON, Feb. 12,—{By the Assoct- 
ated Press.] Deputy Sheriff Vogel- 
sang of Fresno county, who accompa- 
nied Sheriff Kay of Tulare on a chase 
for the train-robbers, stopped here a 
few hours today on his way home from 
San Luis Obispo. He says there was 
no shooting done in following the rob- 
bers, and the officershad no sight of 
the men. Two of the robbers went di- 
rect from Alila westward to the coast 
range and are now supposed to be in 
the mountains surrounded by officers. 
All the passes are guarded and there 
are hopes of catching the men, but 
they have the advantage of being at 
home in that rough country. 

Vogelsang says the robbers lost their. 
way in trying to follow the road south 
ot Tulare lake, and but for that loss of 
time would have passed Dualey post- 
office near the’ mountains before day- 
light. They did not reach there till 11 
o’clock on the day after the'robbery, and 
hurried by and into the hills. Their 
trail was lost in Cholem Valley, but 
the officers expect to find it again. 
There is no doubt the men folluwed 
were the train robbers. 

Sheriff Kay andaman who knows 
the robbers and Vogelsang and another 
man followed the trail as far as they 
could in vehicles and came out at 
Santa Margarita, six miles from San 
Luis Obispo, Their teams gave vut so 
they returned home byrail. The sheriff 
of Kerp county was close bebind the 
robbers at one time. Other sheriffs 
and constables are in the hills, and Vo- . 
gelsang believes they will run down the 
fugitives very soon. 

The robbers, when last heard from, 
crossed a valley in the coast range 
which is six miles wide and forty miles 
long, and they were seen by a number 
of sheep men and by men at Dudley.. 
They tried to keep out of sight, fre- 
quently making long detours. The 
rode good horses, which were not shod. 


‘At ope camp they made a fire and 


burned clothing, the remains of which 
were found by the officers. The de- 
scriptions published agree with those — 
given by the men who have seen the 
robbers on their way to the hills.

‘Ihe men 
ired from among the wome and 
children in their retreat. Cautions were 
repeatedly given by both officers dnd non-

The firing by the reepe was 
entireiy directed against the men in the 
circle aud inadirection opposite from the 
tepees, until the Indians, after their break,

- consequence some were unavoidably killed 


or wounded, a fact universaliy regretted by 
the officers and men of the Seventu Cavalry. 
The unfortunate phase of the affair grew 
out of circumstance for which the Pndians 
themselves were entirely responsible. 

Maj. Whiteside emphatically declares 
th.t at least fifty shots were fired by the 
Judians before the troops returned the fire. 
Several special instances of humanity in 
the saving of women and chiidren were 
noted. Nodoubttbe position of the troops 
made it necessary for some of them to with- 
hold their fire for a time in order not to en- 
danger the lives of comrades, but both Maj. 
Kent and Capt. Baidwin concur in finding 
that the evidence of the facts estab- 
lish that not a_ single man of 
Col. Forsythe’s command was killed or 
wounded by his fellows. This fact, and in- 
deed the conduct of both officers and men 
through the whole affair demonstrated an 
exceedingly satisfactory state of discipline 
in the Seventh Cavairy.

WHISKY AND DYNAMITE 


STRONG CHAIN OF EVIDENCE 
AGAINST GIBSON. 


He Will be Prosecuted First by 
the Federal Government 
and then by the State 
of Ulinots,

Cuicaao, Feb. 12.—{By the Asso-. 
ciated Press.] A morning paper has 
the following telegram from Washing- 


ton: 

President Greenhut of the Whisky Trust, 
is inclined to be skeptical about the report 
of the arrest of Gibson, secretary, for con- 
spiracy, and has telegraphed to Chicago for 
facts. He knew of nothing Gibson was 
doing which would not bear the light of 
day, and be thought the fuss had 
probably been made over. some trivial 
matter, He was certain that there 
was nothing which could in any 
way involve the trust, whatever (tib- 
son’s individual actions might have been. 
Dr. Rush, who is also connected with the 
trust, thought it likely the whole business 
was a repetition of the dynamite scare in 
Shufeldt’s distillery two or three years ago 
and perhaps the work of somebody’s imag- 
ination. Possibly Gibson had been doing 
some loose talking without meaning any- 
thing, but if he has been trying to bribe 
anybody tocommit an unlawful act, Dr. 
Kush said the officers of the trust wanted 
to know it, as they did not encourage that 
kind of work. | 

It developed today that it was about 
the 10th of January when Gibson de- 
livered the explosive to Dewar, and 


& | Gibson daily has been expecting news 


of the carrving out of the plot. Since 
the 10th Gibson has written several 
letters to Dewar and sent him several 
telegrams. All these are in possession 
of the authorities. Of them 8 licitor 
Hart says: “He frequently admon- 
ished Dewar that he was not using the 
dispatch he ought toin the matter. 
Last Monday the department dictated 
a decoy letter to Gibson having 
Dewar write it. The letter was 
to the effect that he. (Dewar) 
had made several attempts to 
carry out the plot and failed on ac- 
count of the liquid. He said he 
thought it had lost its virtue. He in- 
structed Gibson to come to Chicago on 
Wednesday and bring a new bottle of 
the stuff. He also told him to bring 
evidence that he intended to pay him 
for the job. Gibson answered by a 
telegram that he would come to Chi- 
cago on Wednesday morning. He did 
so and was arrested. The contents of 
the grip were a sbirt, a few collars, a 
bottie of liquid and 100 shares of the 
whisky trust stock assigned to Dewar. 

‘It wasa part of the deal to pay 
Dewar with stock,” said Hart, ‘‘and 
he evidentiy brought the bonds to 
show Dewar and spur him on to do the 
deed.

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


Proposed Purchase of Mineral Lands 
From the Navajoes. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Acting Secretary 
Chandler, of the Interior Depart- 
ment, today sent to the House 
a letter from the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs recommending that 
an item be inserted in the Indian Ap- 
propriation Bill to enable the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to negotiate with 
the Navajo Indians in New Mexico 
and Arizona for such changes iu their 
reservation boundaries as may 
deemed desirable. The commission 
calls attention to the fact that for more 
than two years rumors have been rife 
Of tiie existence of rich gold and silver 
deposits in the Carizo mountains 
within the Navajo reservation, and the 
Indians have been watcbing with keen 
apprelension the visits made by whites 
to the piace for the purpose of pros- 
pecting; also the statements in local 
newspapers to the effect that a de- 
termined purpose exists to gain pos-= 
session of the mines whether the In- 
dian title is extinguisbed or not.

Conferees on the Fortifications Bill 
have agreed to an appropriation for 
the purchase of steel for eight, ten and 
twelve-inch, high-power, coast-defense 
guné at $500,000, the amount fixed by 
the Senate.

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SENATOR AND SOLONS. 


Some Caustic Comments by 
Arthar McEwen. 


THE BENEFACTOR OF HIS KIND 


How He Has Degraded California 
Politics—Hen-Headed Loegisia- 
tors — Where Bribery isa 
CommonJest—Cinch Bills. 


The following portion of Arthur 
McEwen’s San Francisco latter was 
omitted from the itxpress of Saturday: 


For the better part of a week I have’ 


been at Sacramento observing and 
mingling with the members of the Leg- 
islature. The experience does not 
cause one to fall in love with his Siate 
or refresh his faith in republican insti- 
tutions. Undoubtedly this gathering, 
in the matters of manners, dress and 
regatd for personal cieaniiness, is su- 
peridr to most others which have 
sat here for a good many years, but 
when all is said that can be said in its 
favor it makes a melancbolly showing. 
If there be such things as education, 
intelligence and character among the 
people of California, they do not find 
conspicuous representation in the Leg- 
islature. Of the bundred and twenty 
men in the Senate and Assembly there 
are barely balf a dozen who can rise 
and speak sensibly and grammatically. 
The rest are either silent chair-holders 
or rampant blockheads, given to astyle 
of oratory that would get a schoolboy 
whipped by any judicious teacher. It 
would be bard to round up anywhere, 
éven from among the the laborors on 
the streets of the city, or the farms of 
the interior, an equal number of men 
with less intelligence, less fitness than 
the herd of rural clerks, storekeepers 
and similar politicians, who have been 
sent bere to make and amend the laws. 
of a great State. 

Inthe Assemb!y there are two or three 
lawyeis who nave clear heads and 
know what they are about; in the Sen- 
ate there are as many level-headed 
men. These are the beil-wethers, who 
are followed by the brainless flock, 
when outside influence is not exerted 
in a contrary direction. 

When oratory ison the carpet hu- 
man endurance is exhausted, and 
everybody who can escape from the 
chambers does so; for every fool who 
has aloud voice and has learned bis 
style from listening to stump. cam- 
paigners and country preachers, rises 
on his hind hoofs and performs, moved 


thereto partly from vanity and partiy} 


by a desire to let his constituents see 
that be is neither idle nor afraid to 
talk right out before any audience, no 
matter howimposing. It is dreadful 
to listen to these ben-headed creatures, 
not one in a score of whom has asingle 
word to say on any subject that has 
not been bellowed within the House by 
somebody else. 

‘Time was when California sent her 
bright men to the Legislature—men 
who bad made their mark at the bar, 

in politics or otherwise. Now 

the petty political parasite who 
has failed to be nominated for county 
clerk, justice of the peace or some 
other little local office, is. mollified by 
being put on the legislative ticket—so 
the Legislature has become the waste- 

dump for the majority of both parties. 

It would of coursé be. unreasonable 
to expect the present Legislature to be 
up even tothe low average of recent 
years. ‘The great majority of its 
members were nominated and elected 
for just one purpose—to vote for Le- 
land Stanford for United States Sen- 
ator. They had to promise todo that 
before they were selected, and Stan- 
ford’s agents made certain by inquiry 
that they could be depended on to 
stand by their engagement. The re- 
sultant faggregation of talent and 
purity is therefore one of the many 
benetactions for which the State is in- 
debted so the great and good man who 
cousents to serve us aud himself in 
the Senate of the United States. 

It is a strange dispensation of Provi- 
dence that one who is himself the em- 
Sodiment of virtue shouid be the 
cause of so much evil, but itis never- 
theless a fact that this Benefactor of 
his Kind has done more to degrade 
California politics than all other ma- 
lign factors combined. As Brother 
Huntington put it, a man couidn’t run 

for constable in any district, from Sis- 
kiyou to San Diego and from the Sier- 
ras to the sea, without first visiting 
the railroad offices at the corner 
of Fourth and Townsend streets, to 
get permission. So anxious has the 
good Mr, Stanford been to assure him- 
self that only right-minded persons 
should seek office that he bas made it 
bis unselfish business to inquire into 
the qualifications of all aspirants. The 
steps of his chambers, therefore, have 
become the starting-point for all such | 
citizens as wished to be Congressmen, 
judges and other State and county 
officials. “‘Before a man can seek pub- 
lic honor in California,” said a wicked 
and ambitious man who bad come urn- 
successful from a visit tothe Shrine, 
“itis mecessary that he should sur- 
render his personal honor, and hand 
his seif{-respect over into the keeping 
of Leland Stanford.”
